with health care. 

Many free clinics are 
opening throughout the 
country as the need in- 
creases, Crumbaugh said. 

“A lot of people don’t 
have health insurance and 


many of those who work 
who do have insurance are 
under-insured. Some have 
such high co-pays and pre- 
miums that they can’t pay 
them,” he said. “The major- 
ity of the people we see have 


not gone to a doctor in a 
long, long time.” 

More than 45 million 
people in the country are 
without health insurance 
according to the 2000 U.S. 
Census. 


Federal and state govern- 
ments provide little or no 
funds to free clinics and in- 
surance companies will not 
insure the clinics, 
Crumbaugh said.

Police 
send 
check 
scam

KALKASKA — Troop- 
ers from the Michigan State 
Police Kalkaska Post are 
investigating a counterfeit 
check scam and warning 
people to be aware. 

“We're getting a deluge of 
calls,” MSP Sgt. Michael 
VanHorn said. “They’re re- 
ally hitting this area. If 
somebody sends you a 
check and wants you to send 
money back, it is a 100 per- 
cent scam.” 

The current investigation 
involves a South Boardman 
man who was convinced to 
deposit a fraudulent check 
into his personal bank ac- 
count, according to a release 
from MSP. 

The $398,700 check was 
sent by a “business associ- 
ate” who wanted money 
back, upon deposit of the 
check, according to MSP. 

This type of incident is a 
method of fraud and citizens 
could potentially become 
criminally responsible for 
participating in activities 
such as this incident, the 
MSP release stated. 

VanHorn said there are 
many variations to the scam. 

“They’re using one now, 
where they say you’ve been 
awarded money in a class 
action law suit and that there 
is a gag order,” VanHorn 
said. “They want your bank 
account information in or- 
der to deposit the money.” 

The MSP release warns 
anyone solicited to participate 
in this type of activity to: 

not provide any personal 
information, including -fi- 
nancial accounts; 

not accept checks from 
the solicitors;

Haan appeared before 
commissioners because he 
wants to build a 40-unit 
apartment complex on prop- 
erty along M-66 near Glen’s 
shopping plaza. The Jordan 
Valley District Library now 
owns the approximately 71 
acres. Haan and the library 
board have come to an 
agreement on the sale price 
for the land, but he declined 
to state the amount. He 
would use about 20 acres for 
the apartment development. 

Haan’s research shows 
690 family households that 
rent in Antrim and 
Charlevoix counties. 

The housing Haan creates 
are new apartment resi- 
dences with conveniences, 
such as dishwashers and gar- 
bage disposals. A two-bed- 
room apartment has 1,100- 
square-feet and a three-bed- 
room has 1,200-square-feet.

Elsenheimer working to

Legislation being de- 
veloped by state Rep. 
Kevin Elsenheimer will 
correct the damage done 
to local tourism by mak- 
ing state forest camp- 
grounds affordable and 
accessible. 

“Northern Michigan’s 
tourism trade and visiting 
families have taken a 
double hit in the last sev- 
eral months as first state 
campground fees were 
increased and then 20 of 


‘the campgrounds were 


closed in the middle of 
the season,” said 
Elsenheimer, RBellaire. 
“Taking away the option 
for an affordable outing, 
whether by raising the 
fees or shutting down the 
facilities is a. dangerous 
blow to the economy as 


well as to people’s pursuit ~ 


of recreational and qual- 
ity family time.” 

The measure 
Elsenheimer is introduc- 
ing will legislatively set 
the fees at state camp- 
grounds, including a 
rollback to 2006 rates: 
$10 per individual, 
equestrian or offroad 
campsites; $3 per per- 
son for group campsites; 
$35 for cabins at 
Presque Isle; $45 for 
cabins at Lime Island; 
and reinstates the 50- 
percent discount for 
people 65 years of age 
or older. 

By setting the fees in 
law, only the Legislature 
would be able to make 
future adjustments.

bill will allow interested 
local governments to 
operate state camp- 
ground properties the 
Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources 
willnolongerrun. 

“My concern is that a 
closed campground, 
whether temporary or 


permanent, results in

DARE TO LIVE WITHOUT LIMITS 


You are what you think about 


You have complete control over your thoughts. Thought patterns 
develop over a lifetime; a result of the influences of schooling, 
parents, friends, relatives, TV, movies, etc. 


Unfortunately, most of the guidance received about how to think — 


is negative. More effort is spent teaching 
what you can’t do rather than what you can. 
Whatever your thinking is now, you can 
learn to alter it. Study the thinking of 
successful people. 

Mark Allen, a six-time ironman triathlon 
champion started by studying the techniques 
of previous winners. He wanted to know 
how they trained and prepared themselves. 
Allen then incorporated their successful 
techniques into his own practice sessions. 

Another powerful mental tool that Allen = By 
utilized was visualization. Allen visualized Bryan Golden 
his performance of his next event before rs 
sleeping. Athletes have found that visualiz- 
ing successful accomplishment can be as effective as the actual 
physical training. 

An American prisoner of war in Vietnam visualized playing golf 
every day to help endure the hardships of captivity. After being 
released, his golf skills had markedly improved even though he 
hadn’t physically played in years. 

Visualization is one of the most powerful techniques you can use 
to change your thinking. Through visualization, you control the 
desired outcome in your mind. In your mind you can overcome 
any obstacle. You can rehearse a situation over and over anytime 
and anywhere. 

Your mind must be conditioned to be impervious to negative 
criticism. Rather than wanting to join you on your goal-achieving 
quest, most people would instead prefer you to fail. Other people 
will be jealous. There’s nothing you can do to control their 
thoughts.

Develop a belief in your goals and the path you choose to 


. achieve them. It takes a lot-of practice to free yourself from what 


other people say, think or do. You must overcome a strong societal 
outlook that other people’s opinion of you is important. 

The discoverer of the Titanic wreck, Robert Ballard, tried 
unsuccessfully for 12 years to obtain financing needed for his 
search. Additionally, hunting for the Titanic was considered folly 
by several fellow scientists. Yet, with an unshakable belief in 
himself and his goals, he overcame all obstacles and found the 
wreckage in 1985. 

The type of thinking that all successful people have is available 
to you. You can opt to pattern your thinking after those who have 
achieved success, often despite overwhelming odds. 

Changing your thinking requires effort. Many people who are 
close to you won’t understand or support your endeavors. If you 
are laughed at and criticized, this is good. It means that you are 
experiencing the same reaction as some of the greatest minds in 
history and are in the best of company.
